Claims 1, 3 - 22 and 24 - 28 are pending in the application. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claim 28 as failing to conform to the invention 
as set forth in the remainder of the specification. Applicants have canceled claim 28 in 
the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The Examiner rejected claims 11-13 and 19 under 35 USC § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Weston (US Patent No. 5,434,627) ("Weston"). Applicants have 
canceled claims 11 - 13 and 19 in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 3, 4 and 9 under 35 USC § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Weston in view of Hermann (US Publication No. 2003 
0197674) ("Hermann"). Applicants have canceled claims 1, 3, 4 and 9 in the 
application. 

The Examiner rejected claim 8 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Weston in view of Hermann and further in view of Daly et al. (US 
Patent No. 5,987,169) ("Daly"). Applicants have canceled claim 8 in the application. 

The Examiner rejected claim 17 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Weston in view of Daly. Applicants have canceled claim 17 in the 
application 
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The Examiner rejected claim 18 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Weston in combination with Lee et al. (US Patent No. 5,434,627) 
("Lee"). Applicants have canceled claim 18 in the application. 

The Examiner rejected claim 20 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Weston in combination with Berstis (US Patent No. 6,518,948) 
("Berstis"). Applicants have canceled claim 20 in the application. 

The Examiner rejected claim 21 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Weston in combination with Yanaka (US Patent No. 6,115,138) 
("Yanaka"). Applicants have canceled claim 21 in the application. 

The Examiner rejected claims 24 - 27 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hamilton in view of Weston. Applicants have canceled claim 24 - 27 
in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 and 14 - 16 are allowed.
